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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Sixty one charges have received aid from the Board of Missions 
this year. 

These charges report 13,500 members,. 1,135 additions, 206 
Sunday-schools, 1,484 officers and teachers, 11,593 scholars, 198 
church buildings, valued at $242,130. 

They have paid presiding elders $2,398; pastors $32,903; foreign 
missions $1,969; domestic missions $1,356. 

The Report of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Baltimore Conference, and the Report of the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sion Society of the Baltimore Conference, were carefully con- 
sidered, and the following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved 1, That we are gratified at the success that has at- 
tended the efforts of these societies, during the year, and cordially 
commend them, with their work, to all our people, and pray that 
the Holy Spirit may awaken the Christian womanhood of our 
church to their opportunity in and responsibility to these great 
and growing movements. 

Resolved 2, That we recommend that our pastors and presiding 
elders bring this matter properly before the people, by special 
sermons, and in such other ways as may be expedient to give aid 
and encouragement to this important work. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved , That we call the attention of the presiding elders to 
Paragraph 361, Page 151 of the Discipline, and the preachers in 
charge to Paragraph 362. 

Resolved , That the presiding elders in whose districts camp- 
meetings are held, be requested to give one day at each of such 
meetings, to the consideration of the subject of Missions. 

Resolved 1 , That the attention of the Conference be called to the 
following paragraph from the letter of our General Secretaries* 
Drs. Lambuth and Ward, which was referred to us: 

“ The holding* of Missionary mass-meetings in every charge; the 
organization of each Sunday-school into a Missionary society, in 
which the collection shall go to Missions; and the establishment 
of a monthly study class in each League, together with the circula- 
tion of Missionary literature, have greatly aided in the education 
and inspiration of our people. We are now convinced that much of 
the success through the co-operation of the pastors, which has 
attended the effort to secure collections in full, has been due to 
these means, which should, in the future, receive greater emphasis,’* 

2. That we urge upon our preachers the necessity of taking 
their collections for Missions, and forwarding the same to the 
Treasurer of the Conference Board of Missions, as early in the year 
as possible. 

3. That we request the preachers in charge to appoint some 
suitable person in every congregation, to make a thorough can- 
vass for subscriptions to the Review of Missions and Go Forioard.

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IN CORPORATION OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS OF THE BALTI- 
MORE ANNUAL CONFERENCE, METHODIST EPISCOPAL. 
CHURCH SOUTH. 

At the session of the Baltimore Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, held in Washington City, 
District of Columbia, April 5 to 10, 1900, the journal shows: 

“ The following paper was presented, read and on motion 
motion adopted: 

‘ The Board of Missions, by resolution, requests the Annual 
Conference to authorize the incorporation of the Board of Missions, 
and to designate Rev. J. L. Shipley as the representative of the 
Board to secure this incorporation.’ ” 

The Board of Missions then elected Thomas E. Carson, James P. 
Stump, Thomas G. Nevitt, Ormond W. Hammond, John E. Swift, 
and James E. Alexander as Trustees. 

At the session of the Conference held in the City of Roanoke, 
Va., April 3 to 9, 1901, Rev. J. L. Shipley was physically unable to be 
present, but report was made to the Board of Missions that no 
action had been taken to secure the incorporation desired by the 
Conference, and Charles M. Armstrong was authorized to represent 
the Board in the place of Rev. J. L. Shipley. 

After the adjournment of Conference in April, 1901, it was too 
late in the session of the Assembly of the State of Maryland to 
introduce and secure the enactment by the Legislature necessary 
to perfect the incorporation. 

On the 7th day of March, 1902, five of the Trustees above named. 
Rev. Thomas E. Carson being absent, formed a corporation under 
the name of “ Board of Missions of the Baltimore Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, of Baltimore 
City,” as hereinafter appears, and on April 8, 1902, the Act of 
Assembly of Maryland amending the charter of said “ Board of 
Missions ” was approved. 

In conformity with the laws of the State of Maryland governing 
corporations and in accordance with notice duly given to each of 
the Trustees above named, except Rev. Thomas E. Carson, deceased, 
said Trustees met in Baltimore City, Maryland, March 23, 1903, for 
the purpose of permanent organization, election of officers, and to 
accept the act of the Assembly of the State of Maryland, on behalf 
of said Board. 

The organization of the “ Board of Missions of the Baltimore 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of 
Baltimore City ” was then perfected by the adoption of the neces- 
sary by-laws, the election of

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CHARTER OF BOARD OF MISSIONS OF THE BALTIMORE AN- 
NUAL CONFERENCE OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH SOUTH, OF BALTIMORE CITY. 

Known all Men by These Present, That we, James P. Stump, of 
Baltimore City, Thomas G. Nevitt, of Charles County, both in the 
State of Maryland, Ormond W. Hammond, of the City of Baltimore, 
and John E. Swift, of Baltimore County, both in the State of Mary- 
land, and James E. Alexander, of the City of Alexandria in the State 
of Virginia, all being citizens of the United States, and a majority 
of whom are citizens of the State of Maryland, do hereby certifiy 
that we do, under and by virture of the General Laws of this State 
authorizing the formation of corporations, hereby form a corpora- 
tion under the name of “ Board of Missions of the Baltimore Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, of Baltimore 
City-” 

2. We do further certify that the said corporation so formed 

is a corporation for religious purposes under Article 23, Section 14, 
Class 1, of the Code of Public General Laws of the State of Mary- 
land, 1888, as amended by the several Acts of Assembly relating 
thereto; that is to say: to promote, assist, and participate in every 
proper way in the Missionary and kindred work of said Conference 
and Church in spreading the Gospel, and especially to provide 
material means therefor, and to that end to solicit, procure, receive, 
take and hold subscriptions, contributions, donations, devises and 
bequests and the proceeds of the same apply to said work; and to 
receive and hold any property, money or funds which may be 
directed by any contributor, donor or testator to be used for any 
particular part of said work or in any especial manner, and the same 
to apply to the purpose and in the manner so directed; and in the 
event that there shall be any property, money or fund in the pos- 
session of this corporation without direction from the contributors, 
donors or testators, from whom the same was received, as to whether 
the principal or the income only thereof shall be used, it shall 
always be in the discretion of the Trustees of this corporation to 
apply the principal or only the income as they may deem best: that 
the terms of existence of the said corporation is limited to forty 
years; and that the said corporation is formed upon the articles, 
conditions and provisions herein expressed, and subject in all par- 
ticulars to the limitations relating to corporations which are con- 
tained in the General Laws of this State. .• 

3. We do further certifiy that the operations of said corpora- 
tion are to be carried on in the States of Maryland, Virginia, West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, and Delaware, and wherever the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South shall conduct mission work, and that the 
principal office of the said corporation will be located in the City of 
Baltimore. 

4. We do further certify that the said corporation has no 
capital stock. 

5. We do further certify that the said corporation will be 
managed by six Trustees, and that James P. Stump, Thomas G. 
Nevitt, Thomas E. Carson, Ormond W. Hammond, John E. Swift, 
and James Edward Alexander are the names of the Trustees who 
will manage the concerns of the said corporation for the first year. 

In Witness Whereof, we have hereunto set our hands and seals 
this 7th day of March, in the year nineteen hundred and two.

ACTS OF ASSEMBLY OF MARYLAND, 1902— CHAPTER 334. 

An Act to amend the Charter of Board of Missions of the 
Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, of Baltimore City, a body corporate, by granting to said 
corporation perpetual succession; by authorizing it to acquire, own 
and dispose of property or money situate out of this State; by 
authorizing and empowering it to take and hold, under grants, 
gifts, devises and bequests, declaring a trust or giving direction 
for purposes identical with or germane to the objects of said 
corporation, as declared in its certificate of incorporation, or impos- 
ing conditions upon the same, and such grants, devises and bequests 
not to create a perpetuity, and authorizing and empowering said 
corporation to take and administer any grants, gifts, devises or 
bequests made to the Methodist Episcopal Church South, or to the 
Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, for the objects declared in the certificate of incorporation 
of said Corporation, and gifts, grants, devises and bequests to or 
for the Missionary or like work of said Church or Conference, and 
the same not to be held vague and indefinite. . 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland, 
That the charter of “ Board of Missions of the Baltimore Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, of Baltimore 
City,” a body corporate duly formed, organized and existing in 
accordance with law by the execution, acknowledgment, certifica- 
tion and record of a certificate of incorporation, under Article 23 
of the Code of Public General Laws, title “Corporations ” (said 
charter or certificate of incorporation having been recorded in the 
office of the Clerk of the Superior Court of Baltimore City, on the 
7th day of March, 1902), be and the same >s amended as hereinafter 
set forth. 

Section 2. And he it enacted. That said “ Board of Missions of 
the Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, of Baltimore City,” shall have perpetual succession 
by its said name of incorporation, and it is hereby empowered to 
acquire by purchase or in any other manner, and take, receive, 
hold, use, employ, manage, mortgage, dispose of, or in any other 
manner not inconsistent with law, deal with any money or pro- 
perty, real, personal or mixed, and situate out of as well as within 
this State, proper to fulfill the purposes named in its said certificate 
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of incorporation, and no conveyance, grant, gifts, devise or bequest 
to said corporation shall be vague, indefinite or void because it 
may contain or declare a trust or give direction as to the purpose 
or objeet for which it shall be used, or the manner in which it shall 
be administered or used, or a condition upon which it may be taken 
or held; provided , the trust declared, the direction given or the 
condition provided, shall be for, within or consistent with the qur- 
poses or objects of said corporation as set forth in its said certificate 
of corporation, nor shall any such conveyance, gift, devise or 
bequest be held to create a perpetuity, but every such declaration 
of trust, direction or condition shall be construed and constitute 
a valid designation and appointment of the particular purpose to 
which the property or money so conveyed, given, devised or be- 
queathed, shall be applied, or the manner in which it shall be 
administered or used or of the condition upon which it may be 
taken or held, and such property or money shall vest in said cor- 
poration, and shall be applied, used and administered by the 
Trustees hereof for the purpose, in the manner or pursuant to and 
consistently with, the condition so designated and appointed by 
the grantor, donor or testator, and no grant, gift, devise or bequest 
made to the Methodist Episcopal Church South, or to the Baltimore 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, for, or 
to be applied to either of the objects declared in said certificate of 
incorporation as objects of said corporation, shall fail because said 
Church or Conference is not an incorporated body, but said “ Board 
of Missions of the Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, of Baltimore City,” shall stand in the 
place and stead of said Church or Conference, and every such 
grant, gi±o, devise or bequest made to or for, or directed to be used 
in or for the benefit of the Missionary or like work of the said 
Church or of the said Conference shall fail because no Trustee, nat- 
ural person or corporation has been named to receive, manage or 
apply the same, or to take the legal title thereto, but upon applica- 
tion to a Court of Equity said “ Board of Missions of the Baltimore 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, of Bal- 
timore City ” shall be appointed Trustee to receive, take, hold, ad- 
minister and apply such gift, grant, devise or bequest, and no such 
gift, devise or bequest shall be held vague, indefinite or void because 
no person or persons or definite class or persons are named or identi- 
fied as beneficiaries; provided , it be clear that it is the intention of 
the donor or testator that it shall be given to or applied to or in the 
Missionary or like work of said Church or Conference. 

Section 3. And be it enacted, That this Act shall take effect 
from the date of its passage. 

Approved, April 8, 1902. 



REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
OF THE BALTIMORE CONFERENCE. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: I enclose to you the report of 

the Treasurer of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Baltimore Conference. You wil note a gain of nearly six hundred 
dollars in our receipts, since last year. This is not indeed com- 
mensurate with our prosperity; but is an indication of the coming 
of a time greatly longed for, in which we, and all Christians, shall 
hold our worldly goods as God’s stewards, to be used at His call, 
and for His kingdom. 
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We are glad to announce the completion of the Melissa Baker 
Scholarship in the Scarritt Bible and Training -School, undertaken 
three years ago. 

The interest shown in the support of our missionary in Korea, 
Miss Carroll, seemed a warrant for undertaking the support of 
Miss Harbaugh, also in Korea; and we are new pledged to the 
support of these two workers. 

I report seventy-nine adults, and thirty-three juvenile auxili- 
aries under my supervision, with a membership of nearly twenty- 
four hundred women. I wish a larger proportion of our church 
members might unite with us. But even a few of us hope and 
work for large results. We ask your hearty co-operation, and 
assure you of our gratitude, if you will study our conditions, preach 
special sermons for women’s work for heathen women, and lend us 
your countenance in our enterprises.

Your Conference Board of Education reports as follows: 

RANDOLPH-MACON SYSTEM OF SCHOOLS. 

We re-assert with emphasis our unqualified endorsement of the 
Randolph-Macon System of Schools, and hereby pledge them our 
support and patronage. They furnish unsurpassed educational 
advantages under the best moral and religious influences, without 
which no educative forces, however scholarly, can ever accomplish 
their true end. We note with satisfaction the generally prosperous 
condition of the system, and the recognition of its worth by other 
than our own people. Professor Quarles of Washington and Lee 
University, speaking some months ago at Richmond College of the 
system, said “ that our advance in the last score of years has been 
the marvel of our educational history, possessing a system of 
schools and colleges without a rival in the South.” 

The wisdom of tne Board of Trustees in electing R. E. Black- 
well, President of the College at Ashland is apparent, as is shown 
by the increased attendance and the fine spirit that prevails. 

We highly appreciate the liberal olfer of Brother John P. 
Branch to the college, and urge the importance of a quick and 
generous response to his proposition. It means a great deal to 
the institution and Church. 

The Woman’s College at Lynchburg continues to grow in num- 
bers and in favor with our people. This is the only place we have 
where we can give our young ladies a thorough collegiate educa- 
tion under the pure influence of Southern Methodist faith and 
practice, and we most heartily commend it to our people. 

We would call especial attention to the increase of pupils at 
Front Royal Academy, the enrollment being the largest for the 
past five years. 

During the year, death has deprived the Board of Trustees of 
its veteran Treasurer, Captain Richard Irby, whose long, devoted, 
and efficient service had identified his noble personality with the 
Randolph-Macon System, and of Professor William E. Edwards, 
whose death has vacated the Chair of Moral Philosophy and Biblical 
Literature. May the Head of the Church give wisdom and grace to 
their successors. 

ALLEGHANY COLLEGIATE INSTITUTE. 

During the year this School has been purchased by the Lewis- 
burg District. Located in a large and prosperous part of the Con- 
ference, it is doing a great and indispensible work for our boys 
and girls, at very moderate expense. 

The property consists of three buildings in good repair, valued 
at fifteen thousand ($15,000). The attendance this session is about 
seventy-five students. 

We heartily recommend this school to the patronage of our 
people. 

SOUTHERN SEMINARY AND VALLEY FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We believe that the Southern Seminary, located at Buena Vista, 
Virginia, and the Valley Female College, located at Winchester, 
are excellent educational institutions, worthy of our patronage, and 
receive our hearty recommendation and endorsement as 
schools where our daughters will be given careful Christian educa- 
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THE SCHOOL OF CORRESPONDENCE. 

The action of our last General Conference in which the General 
Board of Education was instructed to establish a School of Corres- 
pondence in connection with the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt 
University, and under the direction of its Faculty, meets with our 
hearty approval. We especially recommend that the course offered 
by correspondence in this school to the undergraduates of the Con- 
ference, be taken by them. 

We also recommend the appointment of Rev. H. P. Hamill, 
Conference Secretary and Treasurer of Education.

Therefore, resolved , that our Committees of Examination be in- 
structed to accept in lieu of examinations held by themselves, the 
work done by undergraduates in this school, and properly certified 
to by the Secretary and the Professor, when, in the judgment of 
the committee, such work is entirely satisfactory. 

PAINE AND LANE INSTITUTE.

ASSESSMENTS.

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($360), shall be for the General Board of Education, and three 
thousand dollars ($3,000), for the benefit of Randolph-Macon Col- 
lege at Ashland, Va.; also an assessment of five hundred ($500) 
dollars in aid of Paine and Lane Institutes, as suggested above.

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HE PORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

We are glad to report a most satisfactory year in the Sunday- 
School work, both in our Conference and in the connection. The 
Sunday-School cause has in recent years made wonderful progress, 
both in its literature and in the method of teaching. It is with 
gratification that we note that our own Church has kept well 
abreast of the advanced methods of the day. 

METHODS. 

We are glad to note what we believe to be the sentiment of our 
entire Conference, the satisfactory character of our Sunday-School 
Literature. Every demand of the Church has been fully met on this 
line, so that the books and periodicals issued from our publishing 
house cover the whole field, and are equal to the demands of the 
Church. We cordially recommend our literature, not merely be- 
cause it is ours, but because we believe it to be equal to the best. 
Very little literature other than our own is used in our schools. 
We regret, however, that The Sunday School Visitor, which is 
entirely worthy of entrance to all our homes, has not the circula- 
tion which its merits demand. We hope that both pastors and super- 
intendents will, at an early period in the coming year, call special 
attention to this important publication. 

BIBLE STUDY" CIRCLE. 

The Bible Study Circle is a new department in the Sunday- 
School work, in which our own Church has taken the lead. The 
General Sunday-School Board has secured the services of Professor 
H. M. Hamill, who is acknowledged to be the leader in the field of 
teacher-training in this country, to take charge of this depart- 
ment. 

Although in operation only a year it has been very successful 
Six thousand sets of books, covering the first j r ear’s course of study, 
have been sold. It is hoped that before another Conference a Bible 
Study Circle will have been organized in each Church in our 
charges. We call special attention to the requirement of the Dis- 
cipline that Study Circles be organized wherever practicable. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOL CONVENTION. 

The Annual Sunday-School Convention has become a fixed insti- 
tution in our Conference. Its benefits to our Sunday-School work 
have been greatly appreciated and felt. The Board is making every 
effort to increase the Convention’s efficiency. It is no longer a mere 
summer outing or picnic, but has become the means of technical 
and specific teacher-training in our Conference. The Convention for 
this year will be held in Winchester, Virginia, during the month of 
July. Every effort will be made to have this Convention worthy of 
the sacrifice necessary for any of our Sunday-School workers to 
attend. Specialists in various departments of Sunday-School work 
will be secured, and a program, equal if not superior to that of 
any previous year, will be provided. An Epworth League Rally will 
be held on Wednesday night of the Convention week. 

YEAR BOOK. 

As soon as it can be prepared, a Year Book, containing much 
valuable information for those interested in the work of the Sun- 
day-School, will be furnished each pastor and superintendent in the 
Conference. As the book will be published at some expense, we 
*'°pe that it will be carefully read by all of our Sunday-School 

workers. 
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CHILDREN’S DAY. 

We call special attention to Children’s Day, and hope it will be 
generally observed during the coming year. Besides the profit to 
the School itself, the amounts which would be gladly given by our 
children, are greatly needed for the work of the Board; a work as 
important as that of any other department of the Church. 

A little effort on the part of those who have neglected it, would 
greatly increase the collection in the coming year. Children’s Day 
programs will be furnished free of charge to all schools which will 
comply with the requirements of the discipline. We recommend to 
the Conference that only such amounts as are actually paid to the 
Treasurer of the Sunday-School Board be reported by the pastors 
in our Statistical Tables as collected on Children’s Day. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOL ANNIVERSARY. 

In compliance with the resolution of the General Sunday- 
School Board, we recommend that Thursday night of the Con- 
ference week be continued as the time for holding the Sunday- 
School Anniversary. 

NEEDY SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Literature for needy Sunday-Schools will be furnished as usual. 
Applications for aid will be sent to the committee to be appointed 
by the new Board, whose names will be published in the Baltimore 
and Richmond Christian Advocate, and in the Year Book.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

We are gratified to report a decided increase in our receipts 
over those of last year. While we have not yet attained, by a con- 
siderable percentage, that proportion of the annual assessments for 
this purpose we desire to reach, we trust that this advance indicates 
an increased interest in this important department of Church work, 
and the promise of larger results for the future. 

We would be most happy to meet every demand upon us from 
year to year in full. This can be accomplished by a little extra 
effort upon the part of our preachers in urging this special and 
vital interest upon the consideration, the sympathy, and the sup- 
port of our people. 

Every year the benefits of this fund are distributed through- 
out our Conference territory. This year we make appropriations to 
ten churches in seven districts. The Treasurer’s report will furnish 
a detailed statement of these appropriations. 

We are glad to learn from the Secretary of the Parent Board of 
Church Extension that the contributions from the Conferences to 
the general fund during the past year have exceeded those of the 
previous year by $5,700. The total receipts from all sources of the 
Parent Board for the twenty years interlapsing between the in- 
auguration of the Church Extension enterprise in 1882 to March 
31, 1902, were $1,567,536. One thousand, one hundred and eighty- 
four churches have been aided during this period by the Parent 
Board, and 4,419 by the Conference Boards. Twenty-nine churches 
in our own Conference have received in donations from the general 
fund $13,600, and in loans $30,050, while our own Board has appro- 
priated up to this time, to 152 churches, $21,455. When it is remem- 
bered that this means in a majority of cases the erection of ne^y 
church buildings where none existed before, some idea will be con- 
veyed of the untold good wrought through this agency in the multi- 
plication of houses of worship. Many a moral wilderness has been 
made to rejoice and blossom as the rose; and many a solitary place 
has been gladdened and blest by the proclamation of the Gospel of 
peace. . • 

We urge upon the Trustees of our churches and parsonages to 
see to it that the property under their care is fully insured. Many 
sad, and in some instances irretrievable losses have occured within 
our bounds by neglect in this regard. 

We append the report of the Corresponding Secretary, and of 
the Treasurer of the Woman’s Home Mission Society of our Con- 
ference, and cordially commend this important and growing branch 
of our work to the confidence and hearty support of our people.

REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S HOME MISSION SOCIETY FOR THE. 

YEAR 1902-1903. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Baltimore Annual Conference , M. E. 

Church South: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: This Eleventh Annual Report 

of the Woman’s Home Mission Society of this Conference, brings to 
you facts that prove its growth and development. Twenty new 
auxiliaries organized, the highest number in one year in our history. 
We now number seventy. We are sorry to report two disbanded; 
will not the pastor of such, seek to win them back? 

Our Christian womanhood is awakening to the consciousness of 
individual responsibility to the Christless numbers in our South- 
land. Our pastors are opening doors and welcoming us as we 
knock for admittance. Our presiding elders arc most cordially 
giving us the right of way in their districts. Much of our success s 
due to these facts. 

With increase in numbers and corresponding dues we have been 
able to help three parsonages out of debt to the amount of three 
hundred dollars, viz.: Buena Vista, Va., Linden, Va., and West 

River, Md. 

Four boxes of suuplies have been sent through our supply 
department; one to Florida Conference; one to Indian Territory; 
one to a superanuate of our Conference, and one to Virginia 
Orphanage. 

We have made two life members, two Patrons Educational En- 
dowment Fund, and one Patron Preachers’ Wives' Loan Fund. 

Our local work has advanced too. The gathering of children 
into Sunday-Schools, sewing-schools, kindergartens, as well as car- 
ing for the needy, visiting jails and hospitals, the sick and shut-in 
ones, distributing religious literature, holding cottage prayer meet- 
ings or Bible readings, indicate the adaptability of our Society to 
meet the longings of our hearts for active personal service. 

Our parsonages have been made more comfortable and attractive 
as our first vice-presidents learn and perform the duties of their 
office. 

Tithing is quickening the life of our membership; it is true 
in giving as in serving, we need but to be enlightened, to respond 
in gratiful recognition of the love, the gifts, the mercy of our God. 

Brethren, we beseech your continued cooperation in aiding our 
District Secretaries to organize in your charges. Nothing hinders 
more than indifference, nothing helps us more than your endorse- 
ment and active sympathy. 

We thank those of you who have cheered us in our work and 
pray God’s blessing on every parsonage home, which we as Home 
Mission workers are pledged to build and maintain in comfort.

EPWORTH LEAGUE REPORT. 

The reports of the pastors on the work of the Epworth League, 
so far as we could learn, are encouraging and hopeful. The statis- 
tics for the year 1092-03, are as follows: Number of Leagues 223, 

number of members 93,033, and loss of 456 members. 

There are (4) four city League Unions and several Unions of 
adjoining town and circuits, which are in a flourishing condition, 
and which have accomplished good results. We would recommend 
that special efforts be made to form such Unions, and that special 
attention be given to the holding of League Rallies and Institutions. 

While the League work of our Conference seems to be in a 
healthy condition; and while Dr. DuBose has declared that the work 
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of the League in the Baltimore Conference is as well organized as in 
any of the Conferences of our connection, yet several of our dis- 
tricts are somewhat behind in the number of Leagues as compared 
with other districts of no better standing, namely the Roanoke and 
Lewisburg Districts. We would suggest that the pastors and 
Leaguers of these two Districts see if they can not bring up their 
League work, and thus make a better showing. 

We are glad to be able to say that in all of the Districts, with 
one or two exceptions, the District League Conventions have been 
held, which were well attended and with gratifying results. 

It gives us pleasure to report that the Epworth Era , according 
to the statement of Dr. DuBose, is now, and has been for several 
months past, on a self-supporting basis, also that the ten cent assess- 
ment, ordered by the late General Conference, has been paying the 
expenses of the General Office. However, we would call the atten- 
tion of many pastors, who have Leagues in their charges, to the 
importance of paying this General Conference assestment. In many 
cases it has been overlooked and neglected. 

Seven thousand (7,000) additional subscribers have been added 
to the list of the Era since June, fifteen hundred (1,500) of whom 
are pastors. The attention of the Conference is called to the few 
pastors of our Conference who are subscribers to our Epworth 
League paper. The circulation of the Era should be extended, and, 
as pastors, we should co-operate with our editor in helping him to 
make for us the sort of paper we need and want. 

We are pleased to hear of the extensive reading of our League 
course. It seems that so great has been the demand for the present 
set of Epworth League books that the supply has already been 
exhausted. 

While the work of the Junior League in many parts and places 
of our Conference may not be receiving the attention that it de- 
serves; yet, as a whole, the results of this work among us are 
gratifying. 

It is gratifying to hear of what the League has done in many 
of our charges in assisting the pastors in lifting their Conference 
collections. The interest manifested by many Leagues in Missions 
is commendable, and the contributions of the same for this great 
work have not been inconsiderable. 

We would call attention to the fact that the Sunday-School 
Convention to be held this summer will give a night for the pre- 
sentation of the interests of the Epworth League, and we would 
recommend that as far as possible Leaguers attend that gathering, 
which promises to be of unusual interest and profit. 

The Board desires to call the attention of the Leaguers of 
this Conference to the International League Convention which is to 
meet at Detroit, Mich., in July.

GEORGE N. NUMSEN, Treasurer. 
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REV. NELSON HEAD, D. D. 

Rev. Nelson Head, son of George and Mary Head, was born in 
Leesburg, Loudoun County, Virginia, February 3, 1811. He was 
educated at the Leesburg Academy, of which Dr. Mines, a Presby- 
terian minister, was the principal. This was a classical school of 
high grade, and of wide-spread reputation and patronage. He was 
brought up by Methodist parents, with the advantages also of a 
Methodist Sunday-School. At the age of sixteen he was converted 
at a camp-meeting held about one-and-a-half miles from Leesburg. 
He was licensed to exhort by Rev. Charles A. Davis in 1832, and was 
licensed to preach in 1833. He was admitted on trial in the Balti- 
more Conference at the session of 1834, in Alexandia, Va., Bishop 
Andrew presiding. 

His first appointment was Westmoreland Circuit, with Rev. 
Hezekiah Best, to which work he was returned (1835) with Rev. 
Christopher Parkinson in charge. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Hedding, 1836, and elder by Bishop Morris, 1838. 1836 and 

1837 he had charge of Fredericksburg Station. He was then trans- 
ferred (1838) to the Virginia Conference, and served two circuits: 
Shockhoe Hill and Madison. Returning to the Baltimore Confer- 
ence (1840) he was assigned to Stafford Circuit. Two years later 
(1842) he was appointed to Eutaw Church, Baltimore City Station, 
and served two years with Revs. Job Guest, John A. Collins, Samuel 
Brison, and S. S. Roszell. In 1844-45, he was in charge of Rockville 
Circuit, and in 1846-47 of Harper’s Ferry. 

At the session of the Conference held in Baltimore, March, 1848, 
he adhered, under the Plan of Separation, to the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South, was received in the Virginia Conference and 
placed in charge of Nottoway Circuit. He was stationed (1850) at 
High Street, Petersburg; 1851-52, at Washington Street, in the same 
city; 1853-54, at' Cumberland Street, Norfolk; 1855-56, at Court 
Street, Lvnchburg; 1857-58, Centenary, Richmond; 1859-60, Danville; 
1861-62, Farmville. Four years, 1863-66, he was presiding elder of 
Randolph-Macon (now Farmville) District; and in 1867-68 a second 
time in Centenary Station, Richmond. 

In 1868 he was transferred to the Baltimore Conference, and 
stationed four years in Leesburg. The four subsequent years he 
was presiding elder of the Washington District, and four years from 
1876 on the Winchester District. 1881-82 he served Hamilton Circuit; 
1883, West River, and his last appointment, 1884-85, at. Christians- 
burg, having been in the effective relation, with intermission, fifty- 
two years. 

At the Conference session in Staunton (1886), he asked for, and 
was granted a superannuated relation, which was sustained for six 
years; when, at the ripe old age of 91 years, 4 months, and 12 days, 
he died Sunday morning, June 15, 1902, in his native town, Lees- 
burg, Va. 

His pastor, Rev. S. G. Ferguson, thus describes the closing scene: 
“ To the close of his life he loved to talk of the trials and triumphs 
of his ministry. The retention of his mental force to the last was 
most remarkable. Up to the day of his death, he could recall with 
perfect accuracy any fact or date of which he wished to speak. His 
last weeks were filled with sufferings, often very intense, but he- 
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bore them all without a murmur or complaint. He often said, * I am 
trying- to bear my suffering as patiently as I can.’ He spoke of 
death as a ‘ relief.’ 

“ On Sabbath, June 1, I went to his room and administered to 
him the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, of which he partook with 
gratitude and triumph of spirit. The day before his death I asked 
him how the future looked. His answer was: ‘ It is all bright — all 

bright.’ ” 

His funeral took place June 17, from the Methodist Church, 
conducted by Rev. S. G. Ferguson, assisted by Revs. E. Y. Regester, 
W. H. Woolf, C. Sydenstricker, Wm. M. Waters, S. K. Cockrell of 
the M. E. Church South, and Rev. J. W. Lupton, D. D., of the Presby- 
terian Church. His body was laid to rest in the cemetery of his 
native town. 

Dr. Head was twice married. His first wife was Miss Margaret 
Waller Morton, of Stafford County, Va. A son, Richard Morton, 
died in 1860 at 19 years of age. Their daughter, Mrs. Mary Nelson 
Kent, resides in Leesburg. His second wife, of Loudoun County, 
Va., was Miss Fannie A. Mead, whose faithful and tender care was 
a solace to him in his declining health and during his last hours on 
earth. They were married Jure 12, 1883. 

At the session of the Virginia Conference, in 1865, Dr. Head 
was elected a delegate to the memorable General Conference that 
met in New Orleans, May, 1866. For a number of years he was a 
trustee of Randolph-Macon College, and attended its sessions regu- 
larly till the infirmities of old age began to be felt. 

His earlier and later ministry in the Baltimore Conference were 
strangely coincident with the stirring historic changes in both 
periods. He w T as a marked figure in the Conference records of 1844 
to 1848, filling prominent appointments. Nor was he less highly 
esteemed upon the occasion of his final transfer from the Virginia 
Conference in 1868. His nower in the pupil, so far from declining, 
had the advantage of added wisdom and experience, and, to the last 
day of his active ministry,* he impressed his audiences with the 
freshness and vigor of his thought, the dignity of his manner and 
the force of his utterances. 

Rev. Paul Whitehead, D. D., of the Virginia Conference, knew 
him in his prime: “ Something over forty years of age, in perfect 

health, a grave but genial man, a pleasant companion and a superior 
solid preacher. He had uniform reputation among us for studious- 
ness, exactness of method, punctuality and thoroughness of pastoral 
oversight, strong scriptural preaching; and, for scholarship and 
general information, equal to any man. He was a man of pleasant 
presence, loud and sonorous voice, calm and yet earnest manner. 
His skill in sermonizing was great. Many of his analyses of texts 
were surpassingly good.” 

Perhaps no one knew Dr. Head better than Bishop Granbery. A 
personal friend, and for two years pastor of the Bishop’s father, 
he had ample opportunity to form an accurate estimate of his per- 
sonality. Those of us in the Baltimore Conference, who were best 
acquainted with the Doctor, will endorse every word that the Bishop 
writes of him. 

“ Dr. Head had a passion for knowledge and useful service. His 
vigorous and active intellect was sustained by robust physical 
health, fitting him for protracted study and work. His temper- 
ament was even, cheerful and hopeful. Feeling never ran away with 
judgment and self-control; yet, with all his marked poise and 
dignity, his emotional nature was well developed, especially in 
friendship and devotion. He had definite and fixed religious con- 
victions, and a deep, constant and rich religious experience. 
Usually sedate, he could overflow w T ith tenderness and shout aloud 
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the praise of God. He was a great reader and preferred the most 
solid literature. His large and carefully selected library was for 
use, not for show. It contained, among other treasures, transla- 
tions of the writings of the early Christian Fathers, and of eminent 
German theologians and philosophers, chiefly of the orthodox 
school; over these he loved to pore. His own sermons were well 
prepared, full of matter, and in style clear and chaste^ often ornate. 
Exposition was his forte. He sometimes expounded an entire Epis- 
tle, for instance, the Epistle to the Romans, in a series of Wednes- 
day evening lectures. This was not in the interest or tone of con- 
troversy, but to set forth the riches of the wisdom and grace of 
God in redemption by Christ Jesus. He discussed the great evan- 
gelical themes for a practical purpose. 

“ He was a successful revivalist. With faith, zeal and persis- 
tence, he was wont to conduct protracted meetings for the awaken- 
ing and conversion of sinners as a normal part of his pastoral work, 
hortatory, and possessed much emotional power. He warned, invited, 
and entreated with great solemnity and force. He showed tender 
sympathy to the penitent; his face beamed with joy and his voice 
broke forth in hallelujahs, when souls passed out of darkness into 
light. Very many must have been brought into the saving knowl- 
edge of Christ under his ministry. 

“ Dr. Head worked diligently the whole round year. There was 
no relaxation of longing and effort for the salvation of the lost 
when the protracted meeting had closed, and he was not less faith- 
ful in watching over and feeding the flock, and in leading them on 
to perfection than in calling men to repentance. He visited from 
house to house as a pastor and friend. He won and kept the con- 
fidence, esteem and friendship of the churches he served; of other 
denominations also, and of the general public. I do not remember 
to have heard or read an unkind word concerning him from any 
person. He was fearless, firm, out-spoken, but he spoke the truth 
in love and lived the religion he preached.” 

Through all the heat and turmoil of the day, 

With steadfast heart he fought for Christ his King; 

Then, in the tranquil glow of eventide, 

His armor loosened and his sword ungirt, 

Serene he waited for the messenger 
To lead him to the presence of his Lord.

REV. THOMAS EDWARD CARSON. 

A man’s individuality is that quality, which in the aggregate 
distinguishes him from other men. It must be analyzed, described, 
accounted for, and estimated in the light of the forces which con- 
verge to produce it. 

Heredity, environment, education, occupation, and religion, all 
had their part in the making of our subject. The Carson family is 
first heard of in England; then in the North of Ireland, where it 
mingles its blood with that of the Scotch and Irish; then again in 
England, where it embraces the faith of George Fox and William 
Penn; then in Pennsylvania; then in Harford County, Md., where 
David Carson, the friend in faith and the father by blood, became a 
Methodist; and finally in Baltimore. Sarah Tilden Hynson, the 
mother, “ of the Hynsons of Kent,” was of pure English blood, and 
through her family a strict adherent of the Church of England, 
until 1811 , when she was converted at a camp-meeting and became a 
Methodist. Thus widely separated lines of both blood and faith are 
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found coming together in their devoted son. Thomas Edward, their 
youngest, was born in the City of Baltimore, March 12, 1832, and 
died in the City of Roanoke. October 18, 1902. 

With a city environment, he possessed the ordinary qualities and 
advantages of a city lad. His school life began early, but ended in 
the City College in his sixteenth year, with the highest honors of 
his classes. An engagement with his father in the building and 
lumber business gave him training in practical affairs of the world 
and added to his physical vigor. Meanwhile, he was concerned for 
spiritual as well as material good. He was converted at Waters’s 
camp-ground in his seventeenth year, and was ever afterwards glad 
to speak of the Rev. W. H. Pitcher as the chief human instrument 
in bringing him to that happy experience. But his conversion 
resulted apparently in an intellectual as well as spiritual quicken- 
ing; for he at once became a wise, extensive, and careful reader. 
The best English classics were studied for style, force of thought, 
value and adaptation of language. Thus began that reading habit, 
which served to preserve the freshness of his thought and lay the 
foundations for that mastery of this mother tongue, of which he 
was a conspicuous example. 

Having united with Fayette Street Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Samuel Frey became his class-leader, a class from which two others 
entered the ministry, viz.: Charles L. Dalrymple and W. V. Tudor. 

He soon became a Sunday-School teacher; in 1852, four years after 
his conversion, an exhorter; at Hagerstown, Md., March, 1853, he 
was admitted on trial in the Baltimore Conference. Thus in less 
than five years he had swept the gamut of our ecclesiastical order, 
ending in the itinerant ministry. 

Beginning with that Conference, for four consecutive years, he 
was appointed assistant preacher to as many circuits, viz.: Balti- 

more, Winchester, Hillsboro, and Jefferson; after which, for two 
years, he served East Loudoun in the same capacity, and in 1859 
became preacher in charge of White Sulphur. 

In 1860-61, Brother Carson was sent with Wm. Hirst, Wm. Krebs, 
and A. W. Wilson to Baltimore City Station, so that the opening of 
the war found him on the Maryland side of the army lines. Those 
were decision days with many. He was ready. When the minority 
of Staunton Conference, with whose majority he had voted, met in 
Light Street Church, March, 1862, a courteous note was read by .his 
Presiding Elder, saying, “he saw no reason, because of any political 
or belligerent conditions of the country, to change his opinions or 
actions upon a question that had been so long one of a wholly 
ecclesiastical character; and therefore, according to the action of 
the Baltimore Conference at Staunton, he could not consider him- 
self a member of that body.” Four others were associated with 
him in this position, who “ lifted themselves far above the tide of 
politics and war which swept around them, and, by preaching a 
pure Gospel,” laid the foundations of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, in Baltimore and, indeed, in Maryland. During these 
years of strife, he and his associates disposed of their services by 
mutual agreement without Episcopal supervision. Brother Carson 
being assigned to the pastoral care of West Baltimore, later known 
as Winan’s Chapel, now St. Paul. This continued his field as pastor, 
though he preached at the other appointments in rotation, until 
1865, from which date he became a supernumerary at Winan’s 
until 1868; laboring in the meantime, especially on Linganore 
Circuit, then in a formative state. That year he entered again upon 
the active work as a preacher in charge of Bridgewater Circuit. 
From 1869 to 1871 he served Moorfield Circuit; 1872 to 1874, Winches- 
ter Station; 1875 to 1879, Loudoun Circuit; 1879 to 1882, Roanoke Dis- 
trict; 1882 to 1886, Baltimore District; 1886 to 1888, East Baltimore 
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District; 1888 to 1891, Winchester Station again; 1891 to 1895, Alex- 
andria Station; 1895 to 1899, Greene Memorial, Roanoke; 1899 to 
1902, Vinton, when he asked for and was given a superannuated 
relation. Through all these years and in all these fields of labor, 
with all their change and unrest, his official administration was 
without complaint; his ministry fruitful, wonderfully so at Win- 
chester in the early seventies; and the purity of his character even 
more and more apparent; demonstrating the versatility of his tal- 
ents, the richness of his endowments, and the faithfulness of his 
service 

In April, 1863, his good fortunes were added to by his marriage 
to Miss Mary A. Keene, of Dorchester County, Md., who with two 
sons and four daughters, survive him. 

“ Daniel was preferred above the presidents and princes, be- 
cause an excellent spirit was in him.’' Pharaoh recognized in Joseph 
“ a man in whom the spirit of God is.” 'We are inclined to say that 
Brother Carson’s spirit was his preeminent distinction. He was a 
gentleman by nature as well as by culture and divine grace. His 
unfailing courtesy was not more conative than his breathing; nor 
did a change of health, of scene, of surrounding, or of obligation 
alter the case. No social circle, however refined or conventional, 
seemed beyond his mastery. His hospitality was so easy, cordial, 
and cheerful that to cross his threshold was to feel welcome with- 
out being told. As a guest, he could not stay too long, nor return 
too often. Wise, bright, sympathetic, joyous, gentle, tactful, like 
his Master, “ he went about doing good,” rather by the inbreathing 
of his own pure and noble spirit. 

When the came, it came quickly, silently, easily. After a sum- 
mer outing in search of better health, he returned to Roanoke in 
September, and at once took up the work of setting in order a home, 
recently rented for him by a son. The thought of having a home 
among so many related to him by the ties of recent, pleasant, and 
successful pastorate seemed for a time to renew his strength as 
well as gladden his heart. But the quickening effect was only 
temporary; soon he began to fail. After his old habit, he continued 
to enjoy reading, but evidently no book so much as the Bible. He 
died at 4.30 a. m. On the previous afternoon, he asked to be left 
alone that he might do some writing. But that writing was his 
last will and testament; and an early paragraph contains what may 
be considered, under the circumstances, his dying testimony: “I 

approach my end,” says he, “ in peace with all men, and especially 
at peace with God and in fulness of hope.” Completing the in- 
strument, he walked to a neighbor’s house to sign it in the presence 
of witnesses, saying as he performed that last official act of his life, 
“ it is better in the midst of life to prepare for death.” Thus his 
last words were those of peace, of hope, and of wisdom. After 
supper he suffered an attack to which he w r as more or less accus- 
tomed, but from which for the first time he could obtain little 
or no relief. Accordingly a physician was called who administered 
other remedies; after which he was allowed to fall asleep on the 
lounge where he had first composed himself. And there he slept 
himself away to God. 

Those of us who know him well can but feel that there must 
be a home for such spirits as his — 

“ A land of pure delight, where Saints immortal reign.” 



ROBERT R. S. HOUGH. 

Was born in Loudoun County, Virginia, September 9, 1829. His 
parents w r ere Methodist, though his father was of Quaker descent. 
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His mother was a niece of Stephen George Roszell, who was so long 
member of the Baltimore Conference and reckoned among the 
leaders in the councils of early Methodist history. The death of his 
father before the birth of the son, left Robert to the sole care of 
his mother, who, under the disadvantages of poverty, labored faith- 
fully to train her children for God and the Church. When he was 
about nine years of age, the mother and her two sons moved to 
Morgantown, (now) West Virginia, hoping to secure some property 
in that region to which she thought she had valid title. Unsuccess- 
ful in establishing her claim, she was compelled for some years to 
endure the hardships of a very meagerly furnished life. Later she 
married a farmer near Morgantown, whose house became the home 
of her son Robert, during his school days. Here the boy worked and 
acquired the robustness of constitution, as well as the familiarity 
with out door life and the love of all things that grow, which dis- 
tinguished him in his mature years. 

The Academy at Morgantown, where he received his education, 
was, if we may judge by its fruits, an exceptionally good school for 
those times. He was well taught in the usual English courses and 
added to these the study of Latin and Greek. He was, thus, well 
prepared for his medical studies, which he commenced in the office 
of Dr. Carr, of Morgantowm, and continued at the University of 
Maryland, graduating, finally, from the medical department of 
Hampden Sidney College in Richmond, Va. 

In the meantime he had not been unmindful of his religious 
interests. He was converted to God when he was thirteen years 
of age. Young as he was, that event settled definitely and finally 
the meaning and direction of his life. It is easy to understand 
that even then the adverse conditions under which he had been 
brought up, the faithful and judicious training of a deeply pious 
mother, and the religious atmosphere of his house had imparted 
to the boy an unusual sobriety and gravity of character, and when 
he took upon himself the vows of the Church of God, it was with 
fixed purpose to “ hold fast the beginning of his confidence stead- 
fast unto the end.” The only record of his life — some brief jottings 
in his diary — from that time until his entrance upon his ministry 
tell of his unswerving fidelity and devotion to his Church. He car- 
ried his faith with him through his years of school and medical 
study, and, when they w r ere ended, went out into life with the set- 
tled, ruling conviction, that the best, the only best thing for him, as 
for any man, was to do the will of God. 

A brief experience in the practice of his profession, together 
with the impressions made upon his mind in the course of his pre- 
paration for it, satisfied him that it w r as not his proper vocation. 
The obligation to preach the Gospel had been presented to him, 
but his view of the great responsibility involved, and his modest 
estimate of his own abilities, restrained him from hasty response 
to the call. At length, largely influenced by his friend. Rev. Henry 
B. Ridgeway, he surrendered himself to this demand of God, and in 
1854, was admitted on trial in the Baltimore Annual Conference. 

A mere summary of his work for the next forty-seven years is 
all that time and space allow. Beginning as junior preacher on 
Rockville Circuit, he rendered service in every form required in the 
ordinary course of our itinerent life. He was equally at home on 
circuit, station, and district, and labored acceptably and successfully 
on all of them. From Rockville Circuit, after two years service, 
he was, in 1856, put in charge of Waugh Chapel in Washington. 
In 1858 he was appointed junior preacher in Alexandria. He was 
sent in 1859 to Lewisburg, and before entering upon his work there, 
he was married, March 29, 1859, to Miss Virginia, daughter of Rev. 
-John Baer, an old member of this body, well known and honored by 
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many of ns who still remain. The period of storm and stress came 
upon us during- his ministry in Lewisburg and found him earnestly 
desirous to maintain the unity of the church and the union of the 
States, if it could be done without sacrifice of probity and honor. 
From the Conference of 1861 in Staunton, where the question, as 
it concerned the Baltimore Conference, was brought to issue, he 
went to Front Royal, remained there five years, a large part of the 
time the only minister in the town, and in 1866, at the session of 
the Conference in Alexandria, unhesitatingly cast his lot with his 
brethren in their adherence to the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South. Ffom that time his appointments indicate the place he 
held in the esteem of his brethren and the confidence of the 
Bishop in his ability, integrity, and fidelity. From 1866 to- 
1868 he was in charge of Winchester Station, from 1868 to 1872, 
Alexandria; 1872 to 1873, Loudoun Circuit; 1873 to 1875, St. Paul’s, 
Baltimore; 1875 to 1876, Fredericksburg. In 1876 he was charged 
with the oversight and care of the Roanoke District, which he 
served most faithfully for three years. In 1878 he was sent by his 
brethren as a delegate to the General Conference held that year. 
In 1879 he was returned to station work at Staunton, Va. In 1882 he 
again entered the presiding eldership, serving the East Baltimore 
District for four years. From there he was sent to Fredericks-* 
burg in 1886, and in 1889 to Washington District. Thence in 1893 
he went to Hamilton and in 1897 to Berryville, where in 1901 his 
record of active service came to an end. The cares and labors of 
forty-seven years of itinerant life had made such serious inroads 
upon his vigorous constitution that he felt constrained to give up 
his loved employ. Followed by the regrets of his brethren, he 
went into superannuated relation and fixed his home here (in 
Fredericksburg), in the midst of old and cherished friends, and 
found in his family and his social relations the hallowed fellow- 
ship that enriched his last days, and gave him a foretaste and 
earnest of the everlasting rest, and the communion of the saints 
in light. 

He was so lately among us that we can not have forgotten his 
stalwart impressive appearance, truly representing his .honesty and 
manliness of character. He was strong, steadfast, true, gentle, 
pure. His devotion to the Church was thorough. His Christian ex- 
perience was rich, full and constantly enlarging. He gave no un- 
certain sound in the expression of his faith. He was thoroughly 
unselfish and always ready in his love for his brethren, to make 
sacrifice of himself. He never sought an appointment and never 
complained of one. No man -was ever more faithful to the vows 
made when he was admitted into full connection. 

He was a clear, strong, evangelical preacher, intensely earnest, 
longing for the souls of men. He was free from eccentricities, 
without the slightest tendency to sensationalism. He was quite 
content with and absorbed in the message of the Gospel, “ J esus 
Christ and Him Crucified.” In administration as presiding elder he 
was patient, painstaking, laborious. He never sought advantage for 
himself from his position. His care for his brethren committed to 
him was extreme. He was wise in council, having supreme regard 
for the work God had given the Church and him to do in this 
world. 

We cannot go into the intimacies of his home life, man’s truest 
and highest life. The genial atmosphere of the household, the 
kindly affection to one another, the unfeigned delight in the com- 
mon converse, the mutual tender care, all tell of the controlling 
forces of Christian life and the unceasing current of heavenly influ- 
ences, “ the powers of the world to come,” that wrought in and 
through him, the father and head of the family. 
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He has finished his course. 

We call now for the last time the name, Robert R. S. Hough. 
With the record before us we give the old familiar response “ Noth- 
ing against him,” emphatically, absolutely “ Nothing against him.” 
And with this testimony of his brethren we hand him on to the 
last tribunal in full confidence that the verdict here will be con- 
firmed by the word of the Lord whom he loved, “ Well done, good 
and faithful servant.” 

Dr. Hough passed peacefully to his reward April 19, 1902. 
Funeral services April 21, were conducted in the Methodist Church 
at Fredericksburg, Va., by the pastor, Rev. G. T. Tyler, assisted by 
Bishop Wilson, Drs. Bond and Duffey, and Rev. T. S. Dunnaway of 
the Baptist Church, after which his mortal remains were laid to 
rest in the Confederate Cemetery. ' 



REV. RUMSEY SMITHSON, D. D. 

WTien the Rev. Rumsey Smithson, D. D., fell on sleep, a prince 
and a great man closed his eyes upon the scenes of this earth, to 
take up the rewards and pursuits of the heavenly world. 

He was the son of William M. and Elizabeth S. Smithson, and 
was born in Harford County, Md., May 18, 1834; died at the residence 
of his son-in-law, Dr. Joseph V. Champion, at Mansfield, 111.. June 
12, 1902, aged sixty-eight years and twenty-five days. His funeral 
was conducted by Rev. S. K. Cox, D. D. 

His great-grandfather came to America in Colonial times, and 
was probably of the Northumberland branch of the Smithsons, best 
known through James Smithson, the distinguished chemist, 
through whose liberal bequest the Smithsonian Institution was 
founded. 

Dr. Smithson’s earlier education was at the Bellair Academy, in 
his native county. He was reared under Methodist influences. 'His 
father was a class-leader in the Methodist Church, and Dr. Thomas 
E. Bond was one of the members of his class. He was converted in 
his sixteenth year, and connected himself with the Methodist 
Church, being admitted on probation October 4, 1850. Shortly after 
his reception into full membership he was licensed to exhort. In 
1856 he removed to Illinois. He was licensed to preach by the First 
Quarterly Conference of Whitefield charge, Marshall County, Til., 
August 9, 1856, and recommended for admission on trial. He was 
admitted on trial into the Peoria Conference, of the same State, at 
its first session, September 10, 1856, and appointed to Kankanee 
Mission. At the session, September, 1857, he was continued on trial 
and appointed to El Paso Circuit. September, 1858, he was ordained 
deacon, admitted into full connection, and appointed junior preacher 
on Ottawa Circuit. July 11, 1859, he was married to Miss May, 
daughter of Dr. Sanford S. Dewey, of Flintstone, Md. Two sons 
and one daughter and his widow survive him. September, 1859, 
he was appointed to Middleport Circuit. August, 1860, he left for a 
visit to his paternal home, and at the next session of the Illinois 
Conference was transferred to the East Baltimore Conference. In 
March, 1861, at the Conference at Cliambersburg, Pa., he was elected 
to elder’s orders, and ordained by Bishop Simpson. On account of 
the crowded condition of the Conference, he asked a re-transfer to 
the Central Illinois Conference. He was sent by the appointing 
authority of that body as a supply to Ottawa Circuit, and the 
following year was reappointed to the same charge. At the session 
of 1862, his character was arrested on account of alleged disloyality 
and sympathy with the South, then engaged in the great struggle. 
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but finally passed, and he was appointed to Wenona Circuit. Here 
he remained until the Third Quarterly Conference, April 25, 1863, 
when he withdrew from the ministry and membership of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, because of its pronounced political 
and anti-Southern spirit. A number withdrew with him, and 
organized at Canton, 111 ., an association known as “ The Christian 
Union.” He formed a society at Canton under the new organiza- 
tion and built a church at a cost of $10,000. In the spring of 1867 a 
convention of the Christian Union was held to consider the pro- 
priety of uniting with the Methodist Episcopal Church South. 
Favorable action was had, and the Illinois Conference organized 
under the presidency of Bishop Doggett in June, 1867. He was the 
recognized leader in bringing the “ Christian Union ” into the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South. 'The probabilities are, that but 
for his earnest work, brave leadership and wise management there 
would not be today the Illinois Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South. This period of Dr. Smithson's life was filled 
with trying and stirring facts which furnished opportunity to 
reveal much of his great force and courage. 

He was elected a delegate from the Illinois Conference to the 
General Conference which met in Memphis in 1870. In 1873 he was 
transferred to the Baltimore Conference and appointed to South 
Branch Circuit. From 1874 to 1877, he had charge of Telbot Circuit; 
from 1877 to 1878 of Falls Church; from 1878 to 1882 he was presiding 
elder of the Moorefield District; from 1882 to 1885 he was in charge 
of Staunton Station; from 1885 to 1888 in Alexandria Station; from 
1888 to 1892 he was presiding elder of the Winchester district; from 

1892 to 1893 he was in charge of Fredericksburg Station; from 

1893 to 1897 he was presiding elder of the Washington District; 
from 1897 to 1899, he was in charge of Charlestown Station, and was 
then appointed to Trinity Church, Boanoke, Va., where he remained 
until the spring of 1902, when, on account of failing health, he 
took a superannuated relation. 

He was first elected a delegate to the General Conference from 
the Baltimore Conference in 1882, and was a member of every 
General Conference from that time until he went upon the super- 
annuated list, serving in five General Conferences from the Balti- 
more Conference, several times leading his delegation, and once 
received a flattering vote for the Episcopacy. The forty-six years 
he spent in the ministry were filled with earnest, aggressive work. 
He felt that he had a work to do and was ever about it. 

Dr. Smithson’s mind was clear, strong and incisive. At the time 
he entered the ministry opportunities for education were not such 
as young men now have for preparation for this important work; 
but a man of his mind and spirit will have knowledge to fit himself 
for the duties of his position. All his life he was a close student. 
He had sufficient knowledge of the ancient languages to enable him 
successfully to prosecute a critical study of the Bible. In the last 
years of his life he was buying new books, keeping himself abreast 
with the progress of his age. In Armenian theology he was a 
master. It would be difficult to find a man who could present the 
principles of Methodist theology with greater clearness or force. 

The degree of D. D. whs confered upon him in 1894 by the Uni- 
versity of West Virginia. In this the University did credit to itself 
and honored a noble man. As a debater he had no superior. It 
is safe to say, that a man who had one controversy with him was 
not anxious for another. Whether these discussions were on the 
rostrum, or through the press he was equally at ease in dealing with 
an opponent. He discussed no question which he had not carefully 
studied. Thorough knowledge of his subiect, a vigorous mind, acute 
intellect, readiness and forcefulness of expression, perfect self- 
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possession, made him a foe in the arena of debate worthy the steel 
of the best trained antagonist. On such occasions he would fre- 
quently rise above all reasonable expectation, array his arguments 
and accumulate his facts with an energy and force of expression 
which would cause all sympathizers to feel that he was victorious, 
and make the most stubborn and prejudiced of hearers to quail and 
feel that there was more in his position than they had ever imag- 
ined. But in these contests he never sacrificed Christian propriety 
or character, ever evincing by the expression of his face and his 
manner, that he was contending for the truth and not for mastery 
over an opponent. Bev. Samuel Rodgers, D. D., when presiding 
elder of the Washington District, in writing a lecture Dr. Smith- 
son delivered on “ Christian Baptism ’ in Upperville, Va., at a ses- 
sion of the District Conference, said: “ It was light and sweet- 

ness.” 

He had an intense love for the Church of his choice. He was too 
broad-minded to be bigoted, but believed that the doctrines of his 
Church approached nearer the teachings of the Bible than any other. 
There was no cloud over his mind as to the Biblical truth of 
Methodist doctrine. To use the language of an honored and de- 
parted member of this Conference, he believed that “ Methodism 
was Bibleism.” Here we have explained why this good and courage- 
ous man was ever so willing to sacrifice all considerations of ease 
and personal popularity if need be, in the defence and progress of 
the doctrines of his Church. He could but speak the things which 
he believed to be true. To a man of his unental make up, and moral 
•convictions, not to speak them with all boldness and earnestness, 
was moral cowardice. This explains why in communities where 
he believed Methodist doctrine w 7 as not clearly understood, or where 
it was being assailed he would not hesitate to speak in its defense. 
It is known to many members of this Conference, ihat in parts of 
our territory where systems of religious thought antagonistic to 
Methodist doctrine and polity, were being vigorously proclaimed, 
to the disparagement of his Church, he lifted his voice against such 
invasions with a force and power which made these over zealous 
ones for their creeds feel that it was not wise to repeat such 
things while Rumsey Smithson was near. More than this, he made 
Methodist people, in such communities see that the doctrines of 
their Church were founded upon the Holy Scriptures, and enthused 
them with zeal and loyalty in his behalf. 

Some of his sermons on spiritual religion were masterpieces of 
sacred eloquence, logical and scriptural thoughts all ablaze with 
the fire of the Holy Ghost. Some of us can never forget a sermon 
of his on this line based upon Rom. 14 : 17: “ For the kingdom 

of God is not meat and drink; but righteousness, and peace, and 
joy in the Holy Ghost.” We can see him now, with uplifted hand 
and beaming face, as Bible doctrine clothed in strong Anglo- 
Saxon speech poured from his lips, filling the minds and hearts of 
his hearers with sanctifying truth. 

As a preacher he was scriptural, clear, strong, convincing and 
effective. He dealt not in vain speculations and unprofitable 
theories. His ministry was fruitful, adding many unto the Lord. 

Dr. Smithson was a man of the cleanest speech. Questionable 
anecdotes formed no part of his entertainment in social life. 
Everything of this kind was repulsive to him. His conversation 
was such as becometh the Gospel of Christ. 

Dr. Smithson was a man of very positive character. The 
salient features of that character were readily recognized by all 
who knew him. He was so pronounced and outspoken that no one 
could mistake his attitude on any question. He was always cool 
and self-possessed, maintaining his mental poise in the heat of 
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controversy. He reached his conclusions upon a. subject after 
thorough investigation, and, having reached them, retained them 
with an unyielding tenacity. He had the courage of his convic- 
tions, and defended them with a persistence and boldness that 
admitted of no surrender or compromise. 

A man of his positive character must of necessity at times 
arouse antagonisms, but his was ever a contention for what he 
saw to be right. He never left a charge weaker than he found it. 
When he was satisfied that a line of conduct was necessary to the 
good of the Church, he followed it, and the outcome invariably 
justified his views. Dr. Smithson was a man of a big warm heart, 
strong in his personal attachments and true to his friends. When 
he believed a man worthy of his friendship and confidence, such 
man could have no truer friend. No personal consideration could 
ever induce him to take a position detrimental to the good of a 
friend; or to damage any man by striking in the dark. He had 
sympathy for the weak, for those who needed help. Members 
of the Conference can recall instances of complaints being made 
against young men of inefficiency, when he had reason to believe 
that the things complained of might be overcome by advice and 
patience, how he would plead that they have further opportunity 
to prove themselves adapted to the work of the itinerant ministry. 
But he never allowed his sympathy for a young man to interfere 
with his convictions of duty to the Church. When he felt satisfied 
that a man should not be continued in the Conference, in a few 
well chosen, but emphatic words, he would say so, and an utterance 
of that kind from him usually stopped all debate and settled the 
question in the minds of the members of the Conference. 

For twp years before his death his health was very feeble, so 
much so that a man of less will force and devotion to his work 
would have quit the duties of the active ministry, but he loved 
the work of saving souls and helping forward the kingdom of God, 
and while there was a ray of hope for improvement in his physical 
condition he could not get the consent of his mind to suspend 
his labors. He was ever prepared from the depths of his heart to 
sing: 

“ I love thy kingdom, Lord, 

The house of thine abode, 

The Church our blest Redeemer bought 
With his own precious blood. 

For her my tears shall fall, 

For her my prayers ascend; 

To her my cares and toils be given, 

Till toils and cares shall end.” 

To the Church he did give unremitting labor until toils and 
cares did end. 

Such a life could only end in the triumphs of faith. About 
three weeks before his death he wrote a friend of his, “ I am 
very poorly, not able to help myself scarcely at all. There must 
be some change for the better very soon, or I must soon end my 
days on earth. I am resigned to the will of my blessed Lord.” 
On May 18, 1902, he wrote in his diary, “ I am sixty-eight years 
old to-day. Praise God for his mercies during these years.” Of 
his last hours his wife writes, “ He seemed to be steadily gazing on 
something, and his face all aglow, he turned to me and said, ‘ What 
beautiful flowers,’ I said where? and he replied, ‘ O heavenly 
flowers.’ Later, I wanted him to speak to me again, and I spoke 
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to him several times before he made any answer, and he said, ‘ I was 
just about to enter.’ He passed away very peacefully.” 

“ Mark the perfect man, and behold the upright; for the 
end of that man is peace.” ' 

“ Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ, 

The battle fought, the victory won. 

Enter thy Master’s joy.” 



JOHN W. CANTER. 

Brother Canter was born in Frederick County, Va n January 19, 
1834, and died in Alleghany County, Va., June 21, 1902. He was 
twice married. Early in 1861, he was married to Mrs. Martha 
Jane Campoell, of Highland County, Ya. Of this marriage two 
children survive: Rev. Wm. J. Canter of the Western Virginia 
Conference and Mrs. Jennie S. Woods, of Philippi, W. Va. In 
March, 1883, he married Mrs. Mattie J. Caldwell, of Greenbrier 
County, W. Va., who with five children, survives him. 

Brother Canter began his ministry in 1858. From 1858 to 1859 
he served as junior supply on Wardensville Circuit with Rev. S. H. 
Griffith. He entered the Conference in the spring of 1859, and 
was sent as junior preacher to Rockbridge Circuit with Rev. Joseph 
R. Wheeler. In 1860 he was sent to Highland Circuit with Rev. M. 
May as senior preacher. At the Conference at Staunton, in 1861, 
at the beginning of the Civil War, he located, and remained in that 
relation to the Church until after the war closed. Yet during this 
time, on account of the scarcity of preachers, he did as much 
preaching as if he had been in the regular work. At the Con- 
ference in Alexandria in 1866, when the Conference voted to form 
a connection with the Methodist Episcopal Church South, he was 
readmitted and sent to Edray. During the years 1867 and 1868 he 
served the Jackson River charge. From 1870 to 1871 he was on 
Crab Bottom Circuit. In 1872 he served Peterstown. During 1873- 
1874 he served Edray again. During 1876 . he was pastor of White 
Sulphur, and in 1877 was at Anthony’s Creek. For reasons that he 
felt justified him in the movement, he took a local relation in 1878, 
and so remained until the Conference of 1883, when he was re- 
admitted and assigned to Alvon. He served this charge also in 1884. 
During the years 1885, 1886, 1887, and 1888, he was preacher in 
charge of Collierstown. At Lafayette (now Elliston) he served the 
years 1889, 1890, and 1891, and New Castle in 1892 and 1893. For 
four years from 1893 to 1897 he was pastor at Fairfield, and during 
the years 1898-1899 and 1900 he had charge of West Augusta, and 
in 1901 he was sent to Alleghany, where, in 1902, he closed his 
ministry with his life. 

Brother Canter’s death was the result of accident while he was 
on his way to his work. His burial was from our Church in 
Staunton, Va-, on the 23d of June, 1902. The services were con- 
ducted by Rev. L. L. Lloyd, and attended by many of his brethren, 
who loved him for himself and honored him for his service. 

Brother Canter never spared himself in his care of the flock 
committed to him, but by faithful preaching of the word of life 
and diligent ministry by prayer and counsel in the homes of his 
people, cultivated the faith, and built up, in love and good works 
the people under his care. He gave to his work his best in zeal 
and wise oversight, his people gave back to him love and con- 
fidence, and God gave him success in souls and in the strengthening 
of the Church. 
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When a great battle-ship went down some years ago with its 
brave commander, at each succeeding roll-call, when his name is. ' 
called, a comrade answers, “Absent; with the immortals,” When 
our comrades go down at their post, like our Brother Canter, we 
answer with a sadness of tone that scarce conceals a shout of 
triumph, “ Died; in the Lord.” 



REV. LARKIN HARDY CRENSHAW 






Son of Asa and Martha M. Crenshaw, was born in Nottoway 
County, Va., December 16, 1832. He was baptized at Crenshaw’s. 
Church by Rev. Anthony Dibrill, October 3, 1835. 

His father died when he was about five years’ old, and he, with 
three brothers and two sisters, was left to the care of his mother.. 
She was a woman of exceptional firmness and force of character. 
Under her wise and loving discipline, her children were trained to 
uprightness and usefulness. By judicious management, she was. 
enabled to send her sons from the farm to college. The oldest son 
became a Presbyterian preacher. 

In early youth Brother Crenshaw was converted and united 
with the Methodist Church. After leaving college, he taught school 
for several years. Being called of God to the work of the ministry, 
he was licensed to preach at a Quarterly Conference held at Eliza- 
beth City, October 11, 1859, Leroy M. Lee, presiding elder. His first 
sermon, however, was preached some time before. Of this he says: 

“June 5, 1859. To-day I preached my first sermon before a. 
small congregation at Hall’s Creek Church, Pasquotank County, 
N. C. God only knows with what fear and trembling I entered upon 
that duty. I was almost overpowered by my emotions, but God 
supported and upheld me, and I was enabled to go through with 
my whole sermon better than I had expected. The congregation 
was very attentive during the whole discourse. My text was Matt. 
10 : 32. I feel that it is my highest ambition to be a faithful, 
efficient minister of the Gospel of Christ.” 

It is worth while to give this quotation, since to the last sermon 
preached at Rectortown on the fourth Sunday of July, 1902, he held 
to the same view of the great responsibility as well as the glorious 
privilege of preaching the Gospel. 

He was admitted on trial in the Virginia Conference, November, 
1859. On October 22, 1861, in Leesburg, Va., he was married to Miss 
Annie Jackson by Rev. W. G. Cross. In every way this was a happy 
union. He was ordained deacon by Bishop James O. Andrew, 
November 24, 1861; ordained elder by Bishop George F. Pierce, 
November 22, 1863. He labored effiectively in the Virginia Confer- 
ence for eight years. 

In 1867, becoming a member of the Baltimore Conference, he 
was appointed to Loudoun Circuit, and afterwards served faithfully 
and well on the Mt. Carmel, Kent, Falls Church, Hamilton, and 
Loudoun Circuits. 

In 1881 he became supernumerary, and from this time till his 
death he lived at his home near Rectortown, Va. Here in the 
charmed circle, he was seen at his best, the perfect Christian gentle- 
man. Though impaired health entitled him to the supernumerary 
relation, he served, to the great profit of the work, as supply on 
the Loudoun and Marshall Circuits. 

When increasing feebleness precluded any regular work, he was 
always ready to preach when able, and his life was a constant 
blessing. To instance two or three of his characteristics: His 
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mental action was vigorous and independent. His thought was 
never confused, it had the clearness of the light. His heart was as 
warm and generous as his mind was strong. He ioved his family, 
he loved his brethren of the ministry, he loved everybody. 

Humility adorned his life. But what most impressed those that 
knew him best was the strength of his faith in Jesus Christ, — a 
faith that was in strong contrast with his self -distrust and with 
his questioning attitude toward many things that easily pass 
current among us. He believed in Jesus with all his mind and with 
all his heart and with all his strength. These things stood out in 
the man and entered into his ministry. He was a superior preacher. 
He preached the Gospel with thorough honesty. He did not handle 
the word of God deceitfully. His ministry was blessed with many 
conversions, and had the seal of God upon it. 

But no attempted delineation of his character would do him 
justice. In order to appreciate him you had to know him. The 
best qualities, or rather, such modifications of them as are made by 
a man’s individuality, cannot be defined. A man has his own 
spiritual atmosphere. To know Brother Crenshaw intimately, to be 
admitted to his confidence, was to know a man singularly sincere, 
singularly pure, and one whose loyalty to Jesus as his Savior and 
Lord was the mainspring of life. 

He had been in failing health for months. A severe attack of 
rheumatism was followed by an alarming heart-failure. On Sunday, 
August 31, he was supposed to be dying. He thought death was at 
hand. He was cheerful, strong in faith. He rallied, and hope of 
recovery for some time cheered his family and friends. But on 
Sunday night, September 21, the end was seen to be near. He was 
fully conscious. His mind was as vigorous as ever. His utterances 
were characteristic: 

“ Why do the doctors pump strong medicine into a man when 
his hour is come? Why not let him meet death on time? ” 

“ No man has ever been able to grasp the grandeur of the 
character of Jesus. He is all in all to me.” 

“ Blessed Saviour! The one in ten thousand — altogether lovely.” _ 

He called an unconverted neighbor to his bedside and preached 
unto him Jesus. 

He sang two verses of a hymn: 

My hope, my all, my Saviour Thou, ’ 

To Thee, lo, now my soul I bow; 

I feel the bliss Thy wounds impart, 

I find Thee, Saviour, in my heart. 

My suffering time will soon be o’er, 

Then shall I sigh and weep no more; 

My ransomed soul shall soar away 
To sing Thy praise in endless day. 

On Monday morning, September 22, 1902, he left us for heaven. 
A devoted wife and four children survive, and are following in the 
way of life. 

Funeral services were held Tuesday afternoon at his home. 
These services were conducted by his pastor, W. P. C. Coe, assisted 
by Rev. J. H. Kuhlman, Rev. G. W. Staples, and Rev. I. N. Camp- 
bell of the Presbyterian Church. The interment was in the Lees- 
burg Cemetery on Wednesday afternoon, where the burial service 
was read by Rev. S. G. Ferguson and Rev. C. Sydenstricker. 

Much is left unsaid. We had no truer man among us. As his 
brethren, we render loving tribute to his worth. We have assur- 
ance that he has received his Lord’s commendation and has entered 
into His joy. 
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REV. WM. WILLIAM A. McDONALD. 












Rev. William Alexander McDonald has passed to his reward. 
His cheerful voice answered to his name for the last time at the 
roll-call of the Conference in Baltimore last March. The light of his 
presence has disappeared from among us; but his memory will 
abide as “ ointment poured forth,” and his “ works do follow him.” 
He “ ceased at once to work and live.” 

At our last session Brother McDonald was with us apparently 
in his wonted health and vigor, with the prospect before him of 
years of good work; but after the lapse of a few short weeks, we 
were startled to learn that the heavenly summons had come to him 
— that “ he was not, for God had taken him.” After Conference, 
on April 11, he returned from Baltimore to his home at Gaithers- 
burg, Md., where he had labored the three preceding years, with 
encouraging prospects of another successful year; but it was 
ordered otherwise of the Lord — only the last touches of life’s record 
were to be added, and the book closed. 

The affection which caused his death was due to an abscess of 
the middle ear, the inflamation from which extending, involved the 
spinal cord and brain, resulting in meningitis. The trouble first 
originated with a cold, or “ gripish catarrh,” he contracted the day 
of his arrival home after Conference. Under medical treatment he 
improved, and his ailment was not regarded as of so serious a 
nature, until the third week he suffered a relapse, and alarming 
symptoms developed. After expert medical examination it was 
deemed necessary to take him to an infirmary for a surgical opera- 
tion, and on May 11, he was taken to the Presbyterian Eye and 
Ear Hospital at Baltimore, where, the afternoon of the same day, 
an operation was performed by Dr. Herbert Harlan with apparently 
good results. His condition seemed favorable until three days later, 
when he grew worse rapidly, and the end came shortly before 
midnight, Wednesday, May 14, 1902. 

Brother Harper, his Presiding Elder, writes: “ During his last 

illness he was patiently submissive to the Fathers’ will, and had 
commanding faith in His goodness and His grace. He wanted to 
live; he was willing to die. Just before the surgical operation was 
performed he conducted a sweet and comforting service of prayer, 
and committed himself and his loved ones to his heavenly Father’s 
care.” 

The funeral services were held in Trinity Church, Baltimore, 
conducted by Rev. W. H. D. Harper, assisted by Revs. B. W. Bond, 
Thomas E. Carson, E. Y. Regester and G. D. White. The pall- 
bearers were official members of Gaithersburg charge and a num- 
ber of ministers of the Conference from the city and nearby 
charges served as honorary pallbearers. His mortal remains were 
laid to rest in Mount Olivet Cemetery, Baltimore. 

Brother McDonald was the son of James and Nancy McDonald, 
and at the time of his death he was in the 64th year of his age, 
having been born August 16th, 1838, in Pulaski County, Va. His 
boyhood was spent in the neighborhood of Christian sburg, Va. His 
father died when William was only four years old, but as he grew 
older he proved a dutiful and industrious son, and was ambitious to 
render what aid. he could to his widowed mother. He had the con- 
fidence and commendation of those who knew him in his youth. 
He was what is commonly termed a self-made man: but all his pur- 
pose and effort toward the “ making of a man ” of himself found 
their prompting in and well exemplied the truth of the Psalmist: 
“ The inspiration of the Almighty giveth understanding,” and he 
appreciated and apprehended wisdom as the “ principal thing.” 
His early educational advantages were not large, but he improved 
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such as were available. He attended the public schools and acad- 
emy and was a diligent student, standing well in his classes. This 
thirst for knowledge remained with him always ; “he loved his 
books and was an earnest student to the close of life.” He taught 
school a few years before entering the ministry. 

William McDonald was converted in his early youth. His con- 
viction of sin was as the two-edged sword in his soul, and he 
agonized to enter in at the strait gate and the narrow way that 
leadeth unto life — how long we know not; but while alone with 
God, and singing, “ Poor tempest-tossed soul be still, my promised 
grace receive,” the day-star of hope appeared, and the light of 
God's favor illumined his spirit and the new creation of redeeming 
mercy and power was revealed to his enraptured faith. This was 
a great epoch in his life, henceforth he was to be the Lord’s. The 
conviction that he was divinely called to preach the gospel of his 
salvation to his needy fellowmen was deep and strong, and he gave 
himself with cheerful zeal to the work of the ministry. It seems 
that he began preaching as a local minister under The direction of 
the late Dr. Samuel Regester, who was Presiding Elder of the Dis- 
trict in which he lived, during the period of the civil war about 1863. 

At the Conference held March 10th, 1864, at Bridgewater, Va., 
and presided over by Rev. Norval Wilson, Brother McDonald was 
received on trial into the traveling connection. He was admitted 
into full membership in the Conference at the session held in Alex- 
andria, Va., 1866, and ordained deacon by Bishop Early. He was 
ordained elder by Bishop Doggett at the session of the Conference 
held in Central Church, Baltimore, Md., March 4th, 1868. 

In the course of his ministry he was appointed to the following 
charges: As Junior preacher on Jacksonville Circuit in 1864; to 

Roanoke Circuit in 1865; to Fairfield Circuit in 1866-7; New Market 
in 1868; in 1869 he was appointed to Frederick, Md.; 1870-1 to Belts- 
ville; 1872, Frederick Avenue, Baltimore; 1873-4 he laborer on Mont- 
gomery Circuit; 1875, Beltsville; 1876-7, South River; 1878-9, Balti- 
more Circuit; 1880-1, Taylor’s Circuit; Talbot Circuit in 1882; Wes- 
ley Grove Circuit, 1883-5; Laurel and Linden Circuit, 1886-8; East 
Rockingham, 1899-90; East Harford, 1891-4; Freedom, 1895-8; and 
Gaithersburg from 1899 to 1902. 

In his early ministry he was appointed as Chaplain to the 
Maryland Senate three sessions. 

One of his earlier Presiding Elders pays tribute to the man and 
his work as follows: “ He was honest, faithful, capable and suc- 

cessful, beloved by the people he served, and popular with all. He 
was self-made, original in his method of sermonizing, forcible in 
delivery and effective in the impress of his personality upon his 
audience. He was conscientious, uncompromising in his integrity, 
yet warm hearted and generous. 

“ His ministry,” testifies one of his latest Presiding Elders, 
“ was a fruitful ministry from the beginning to the close. He was 
a strong scriptural preacher; an untiring worker; a faithful pas- 
tor; a man of superior social qualities; a true man of God.” 

These generous tributes to his worth and work by those favor- 
ably positioned to properly estimate him, do not exalt our brother 
above all imperfection which characterizes more or less man’s 
earthly life; but they are the simple and just meed of credit due 
a good man, who attained, by consecration to Christ the Lord, and 
diligence in His service, unto a place of honor and a life of fruit- 
fulness, blessed of God and a blessing to men. Such testimonies 
might be multiplied if it were necessary; suffice it to say, however, 
there will be many to rise up and call him blessed in that great 
and wonderful day. 
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On June 18th, 1872, Brother McDonald was happily married to* 
Miss Sarah R. Hall, of Beltsville, Md., who through following years 
adorned his home and was the true companion of his life of noble 
labors. She, together with their only child, Dr. William B. McDon- 
ald, of Baltimore, whose filial companionship was very precious to 
our brother, survives to mourn his departure. These, his earthly 
treasures, “ remain ” in the blessed hope of a better reunion and' 
an unfading inheritance in the skies.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBLE CAUSE. 

The American Bible Society commends itself to our aid and 
sympathy by its noble work. It translates the Sacred Scriptures 
into foreign tongues and provides Bibles for all evangelical mis- 
sionaries going from this country, for free distribution in foreign 
fields as well as the destitute of our own land. It offers the Bible 
at the cost of manufacture, and gives it to those who cannot buy. 
It supplies public institutions, hospitals, asylums, mission schools,, 
vessels, railroads and immigrants with Bibles. 

Demands from all these sources are constant and pressing, but 
they are supplied only as means are furnished. For this it mud 
depend on the voluntary contributions of the church. 

We note with pleasure the increase in collections this Confer- 
ence year. The amount reported for the Bible cause this year is 
$509, an increase .of fifty-six ($56) dollars over last year. The 
Maryland, Virginia and West Virginia and District of Columbia 
Bible societies, operating within the bounds of our Conference, are 
auxliaries to the American Bible Society, to whom its surplus 
funds are paid after supplying the wants of these respective States. 
These auxiliaries send colporteurs into districts and among people 
who are without church privileges. 

The call is for yet an increase of funds that this work may be 
the more successfully carried forward. We recommend that the 
Conference again appoint a special time not later than the third 
Sunday in September, or as near thereto as possible, when this 
claim may be presented and collections taken, and that our preach- 
ers use the free literature supplied upon application setting forth 
the work and needs of the Bible Society. 

Resolved, That all monies collected for the Bible cause be paid 
to the Treasurer of the Conference Board.

We have given close and careful consideration to the Baltimore 
and Richmond Christian Advocate.

We deprecate 
the fact that the paper does not enjoy the extended patronage it 
should have. We reaffirm our former attitude towards the con- 
solidation of the two papers under the present management and 
recommend that the Bishop appoint Rev. S. K. Cox, D. D., Confer- 
ence Editor, and that the management of the paoer appoint a Dis- 
trict Correspondent from each Presiding Elders’ District upon nom- 
ination by the Presiding Elder of the District.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Your Committee, to whom was referred the communications of 
the Sunday League of America, beg leave to submit the following 
report. 

Whereas , there is a growing disregard for the Christian Sabbath, 
called Sunday, by people both in the church and out of it — mani- 
fested in various forms and ways, both in our large cities and sev- 
eral districts, by the open saloons, excessive indulgence in excur- 
sions, love of sports, such as driving, fishing, hunting and games, 
as though the Sabbath was a day of holiday, pleasure and pastime, 
more than a day of rest and religious devotion; 

Therefore, he it Resolved, First, That the ministers of our own 
Church be requested to admonish our own people against the evil, 
and proclaim loudly from the sacred desk to the outside world the 
importance of the keeping of the Sabbath holy, as God’s fourth com- 
mandment. 

Second. That our Sunday-Schools and Epworth Leagues be 
urged to make this duty a special part of their teaching and train- 
ing of the young and old. 

Third. That the fathers and mothers in our own church be 
urged to teach this duty to their children in the homes, both by 
precept and example. 

Fourth. That loyalty to God and duty to the laws of our coun- 
try and State bind us to respect this Christian duty as a matter of 
good citizenship as well as a matter of conscience and religious 
conviction. 

Fifth. That it is a law good for the body as well as the soul to 
keep one-seventh part of time as a day of rest; and that it is equally 
as healthy and necessary for animals as for man. 
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Sixth. That the avarice of the business man in saying that 
any day can be kept for Sunday, and therefore, keeping none, should 
be exposed and held up as misleading and a snare of the devil to 
lead good people captive at his will to violate God’s fourth command- 
ment. 

Seventh — That the warning voice that is waking up this entire 
country on this subject is a signal of no small import to the Chris- 
tian people of this land of ours. 

Eighth. We recommend that all organizations and societies of 
our Church everywhere be requested to keep prominent and make 
urgent the importance of observing our Christian Sabbath as sec- 
ond to no other one interest demanding the present attention of the 

Church. " 

Ninth. That we highly commend and appreciate the efforts and 
work of the Sunday League of America in setting forth in such 
strong and vigorous terms the claims of God’s word upon us, in 
requiring us to keep holy the Christian Sabbath, and we would 
recommend that no effort be spared in circulating its leaflets 
throughout our entire Church connection, followed with our pray- 
ers that our Christian Sabbath be observed by all Christian people 
in every land from the river to the ends of the earth.
